ind iv id ual is but an atom; he is born, acts, 
he d ies, but principles are eternal, and this 
has been a contest of principle. 
Nev er be­ 
fore in the history of this country has there 
been witnessed such a contest as that through 
which we hav e passed . 
N ev er before in the 
history of American politics has a great issue 
been fought out, as this issue has been, by 
the v oters themselv es. 
On the 4 th of M arch, 18 9 5, a few d e m o­ 
crats, most of them members of congress, 
issued an ad d ress to the d emcx :ratsof the na­ 
tion, asserting that the money question was 
the param ount issue of the hour; asserting 
also the right of a m ajority of the d emocratic 
party to control the position of the party on 
this 
param ount 
issue, 
conclud ing 
with 
th e 
request 
th at 
all 
believ ers 
in 
free 
coinage of silv er in the d emocratic party 
should organize and take charge of and con- 
trol the policy of the d emocratic 
party . 
T h ree m onths later at M emphis, an organi­ 
zation was perfected and the silv er d em o­ 
crats went forth bold ly and openly and 
courageously proclaiming their belief, and 
d eclaring 
that if successful they would 
cry stalize in 
a platform the d eclaration 
which they had m ad e; and then began the 
-conflict with a zeal approaching the zeal 
w hich inspired the crusad ers who followed 
Peter the H erm it. 
Our silv er d emocrats 
went 
forth 
from 
v ictory 
unto 
v ictory 
until 
they 
are 
assembled 
now, 
not 
to d iscuss not to d ebate, but to enter upon 
the jud gm ent rend ered by the plain people 
of this country , 
(Applause.) 
In this con­ 
test, 
brother has been 
array ed 
against 
lirother, and father against son. 
T h e warm ­ 
est ties ef lov e and acquaintance and associ­ 
ation hav e been d isregard ed . 
Old lead ers 
hav e been cast asid e when they refused to 
giv e ex pression to the sentiments of those 
whom they would lead , and new lead ers hav e 
sprung up to giv e d irections to this cause of 
truth. 
(Cheers.) ‘Thus 
has 
the 
contest 
been waged , and we hav e assembled here 
und er as bind ing and solemn instructions as 
were ev er fastened upon the representativ es 
of a people, 
NOT AS INDIV ID UALS. 
W e d o not come as ind iv id uals. 
W h y , as 
ind iv id uals, we m ight hav e been glad to 
com plim ent the gentlem an from New York 
(Senator H ill), but we know that the people 
for whom we si^eak would nev er be willing 
to thw art the will of the d emocratic party . 
(Cheers.) 
I say it was not a question of per­ 
sons; it was a question of principle, and it is 
not with glad ness, my friend s, that we find 
ourselv es brought into conflict with those 
who array ed on the other sid e. 
T he gentle­ 
m an who just preced ed me (Gov . Russell) 
spoke of the old state of Massachusetts. Let 
me assure him that not one person m all this 
conv ention entertains the least hostility to 
the people of M assachusetts (applause), but 
we stand here representing people who are 
the equals before the law^ of the largest 
citizens of the state of Massachusetts. 
(Ap 
plause ) 
W hen y ou come before us y ou tell us that 
w’e shall d isturb y our business in this we re­ 
ply that y ou hav e d isturbed our business by 
y our course. 
(Great applause and cheer­ 
ing.) 
W e say to y ou that y ou hav e mad e 
too limited in its application the d efinition 
of the business m an. 
T h e man who is em ­ 
ploy ed for wages is as m uch a business man 
as 
his employ er. 
(Continued 
cheeri.'g.) 
T h e attorney in a country town is as much 
business m an as the corporation counsel in 
great metropolis. 
T he m erchant 
at the 
cross road s is as much a business m an as the 
m erchant of New York. 
T he farm er who 
goes forth in the m orning and toils all d ay , 
begins in the spring and toils all summ er, 
and by the application of brain and muscle 
to 
the 
natural resources of this country 
creates wealth, is as m uch of a business m an 
as the m an w ho goes upon the board of 
trad e and bets upon the price of gram . 
T he 
miners who go a thousand feet into the 
earth, or climb 2, 000 feet upon the cliffs and 
bring forth from their hid ing places the 
precious metals to be poured in the channels 
of trad e, are as much business men as the 
few financial m agnates who, in a back room, 
corner the money of the world . 
W e come to speak for this broad er class 
of business m en. 
A h, my triend s, w’e say 
not one w'ord against those who liv e upon 
the Atlantic coast, but those hard y pioneers 


Cond itions hav e arisen and we are attem pt­ 
ing to meet those cond itions. 
They tell us 
that the income tax ought not to be brought 
in here; that is a new id ea. 
They criticise 
us for our criticisms of the the supreme 
court of the Uuited States. 
My friend s, v v e 
hav e not criticised ; we hav e simply called 
attention to what y ou know. 
If y ou want 
criticisms read the d issenting opinion of the 
court, that will giv e y ou criticisms. 
(Ap­ 
plause), 
They say we passed an unconstitu­ 
tional law. 
I d eny it. 
The income tax w’as 
not unconstitutional w’hen it was passed . 
It 
w'as not unconstitutional when it went before 
the supreme court for the the first time. 
It d id not'become unconstitutional until one 
jud ge changed his mind and we cannot be 
ex pected to know when a jud ge will change 
his 
m ind . 
(Applause and a v oice, ‘‘Hit 
’em again.” ) 
T h e income tax is a just law. 
It simply intend s to put the burd en of gov ­ 
ernm ent justly upon the backs of the people. 
I am in fav or of an income tax 
(Applause.) 
W hen I find a man who is not willing to 
pay his share of the burd en of the gov ern­ 
m ent which protects him I find a man who 
is unworth to enjoy the blessings of a gov ­ 
ernm ent like ours. 
(.Applause.) 
H e say s that we are opposing the national 
bank currency . 
It is true. 
If y ou will read 
what Thom as Benton said y ou will find that 
he said that in searching, history he could 
find but oue parallel to And rew Jack.son. 
T h at was Cicero, who d estroy ed the con­ 
spiracy of Cataline and sav ed Rome. 
H e 
d id for Rome what Jackson d id w’hen he 
d estroy ed the bank conspiracy and sav ed 
America. 
(Applause.) 
FUNCTION OF TH E GOVERNMENT. 
W e say in our platform that w'e believ e 
that the right to coin money and issue 
money is a function of gov ernment. 
We 
believ e it. 
W e believ e it is a part of the 
sov ereignty , and can no more wd th safety be 
d elegated to priv ate 
ind iv id uals than we 
could afford to d elegate to priv ate ind iv id ­ 
uals the powd er to m ake penal statutes,or lev y 
law's for tax ation. 
(Applause.) 
Mr. Jefferson, who w’as once regared as 
good d emocratic authority , seems to hav e a 
d ifferent opinion from the gentlemen w^ho 
hav e ad d ressed us on the part of the m inor­ 
ity . 
Those who are opposed to this propo­ 
sition tell us that the issue of paper money 
is the function of a bank, and that the gov ­ 
ernm ent ought to go out of the banking 
business. I stand with Jefferson, rather than 
w'ith them , and tell them , as he d id , that the 
issue of money is a function of the gov ern­ 
ment, and that the banks ought to go out of 
the gov ernment business. 
T hey complain about that plank which 
d eclares against the life tenure in ofnce. 
"hey hav e tried to strain it to mean that 
w’hich it d oes not mean. 
W hat w'e oppose 
in that plank is the life tenure that is being 
auilt up at W ashington which ex clud es from 
jarticipation in its benefits the humbler 
members of our society . 
I cannot d wel 
ong in mv limited time. 
(Cries of “ Go on 
go on.” ) 
Let me call attention to two or three great 
things. 
T he gentlem an from 
New York 
say s that he will propose an am end m ent 
:>rov id ing that this change in our law shal 
not affect contracts alread y mad e 
Let me 
remind him that there is no intention o 
affecting those contracts which, accord ing to 
the present laws, are mad e pay able in gold 
lut, 
if he 
means to say that we cannot 
change our m onetary sy stem without pro 
tecting those w’ho hav e loaned money before 
the change w^as m ad e, I want to ask where

that man shud d ers tod ay when he thinks he

At the suggestion of a coincid ence betw’een 
M cKinley ’s

Napoleon at W aterloo the silv er men showed 
their appreciation of the point by a y ell and 
an uproar which for 20 or 30 second s pre- 
v enteil the speaker from proceed ing. 
At 
length, when things became calmed d own a 
trifle, he resumed as follows: 
Not only that, but as he listens he can 
hear 
w’ith 
ev er-increasing 
d istinctness 
the sound of the wav es as they beat upon the 
lonely shores ot St. Helena. 
(Cheers.) 
W hy this change? 
A h, my friend s, is not 
the change ev id ent to any one who wiil look 
at the matter? 
It is no priv ate character, 
howev er pure, no personal popularity , how­ 
ev er great, that can protect from the av eng­ 
ing 
wrath of an angry people the man 
who will either d eclare that he is in fav or ot 
fastening the gold stand ard upon this people, 
or who is willing to surrend er the right of 
self gov ernment, and place the legislativ e 
control in the hand s ot the foreign poten­ 
tates and powers. 
(Cheers ) 
W ILL NOT DARE (H A L LEN O E. 
We go forth confid ent that we will win. 
W hy ? 
Because upon the param ount issue 
in this campaign there is not a spot of 
ground upon which the enemy will d are to 
challenge battle. 
W hy , if they tell us that 
the gold stand ard is a good thing, we point 
to their platform and tell them that their 
platform pled ges the parly to get rid of the 
gold platform and substitute bimetallism. 
(Applause.) 
If the gold stand ard is a good 
thing, why try to get rid of it? 
(Laughter 
and continued applause.) 
If the gold stand ard — and I might call 
y our attention to the fact that some of the 
v ery people who are in this conv ention to­

and if the gold stand ard is a bad thing, why 
should v v e wait until some other nations are 
willing to help us to let go? 
(Applause.) 
H ere is the line of battle. 
W e care not 
upon what issue they force the fight. 
We 
are prepared to meet them on either issue or 
on both. 
If they tell us that the gold stan­ 
d ard is the stand ard of civ ilization, we reply 
to that that this, the most enlightened of all 
the nations of the earth, has nev er d eclared 
for a gold stand ard , and both the parties 
this y ear are d eclaring against. 
(Applause.) 
Id stand ard is th^^ srand ard of civ ili­ 
zation, 
why , 
my friend s, 
should we not 
hav e it? 
So, if they come to meet us on 
that we can present the history of our na­ 
tion. 
More than that, we can tell them 
this, that they will search the pages of his­ 
tory in v ain to find a single instance in 
which the common people of any la nd ' hav e 
ev er d eclared themselv es in fav or of a gold 
stand ard . 
(Applause.) 
They can find where the hold ers of fix ed 
inv estments hav e. 
Mr. Carlisle said in 18 7 S 
that this was a struggle between the id le 
hold ers of id le capital and the struggling 
masses who prod uce the wealth and pay the 
tax es of the country , and , my friend s, it is 
simply a question that we shall d ecid e upon 
which sid e shall the d emocratic party light. 
Upon the sid e of the id le hold ers of id le 
capital, or upon the sid e of the struggling 
masses? 
T hat is the question that the party 
must answer first, and then it must be an- 
sw'ered by each ind iv id ual hereafter. 
1 he 
sy mpathies of the d emocratic party as d e­ 
scribed by the platform are on the sid e of 
the struggling masses, who hav e ev er been 
the found ation of the d emocratic party . 
(Applause )

Rev. Father Turski, 
the Polish 
priest who had been the cause of

recent 
church 
rows 
at Bay 
City,

instate Father Matkoski, 
has con­ 
fessed his error and has been sen­ 
tenced by the bishop to the Trap- 
pist monastery at Gethsemene, K y., 
for an indefinite period and perma­ 
nent banishment from that diocese.
